DX REACHES MIA 
~ AMEAD OF SCHEDULE 


Huge German Plane to Contin- 
ue Flight to New York 
This Week. 


By the Associated Press. 
MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 22.—The Ger- 
man flying boat DO-X, largest air- 


plane in the world, landed in Bis- | 


cayne Bay today to complete its 
voyage from Germany tothe Unit- 
ed States, begun last Nov. 3. The 
big ship took off from 


a. m. Eastern Standard time. After 


landed a few minutes later. 

Arriving ahead of schedule, the 
DO-X caught the Miami welcom- 
ing committee, newspapermen and 
photographers unprepared, and as 
the plane settled in the water nu- 
merous seagoing craft put off to 
greet the plane’s crew and passen- 
gers. It was several hours later, 
however, before the officers, me- 
chanics and passengers were 
brought ashore. 

Clarence Schildhauer of Phila- 
delphia, co-pilot of the craft, de- 
scribed the flight from South 
America as a “leisurely expedition 
from which many technical ad- 
vantages had been brought to avia- 
tion.” Explaining the delay of al- 
most 10 months in the ship's flight 
from Germany to Brazil and 
thence to North America, Schild- 
haver said it was not the purpose 
of the crew to make a dash against 
time. The craft will remain here 
until Tuesday. 

Aboard the DO-X were 17 mem- 
bers of the crew and 10 passengers. 

The passengers were Mrs. Clara 
Adams of Pennsylvania, a newspa- 
per woman, who also made the 
trip around the werld on the Graf 
Zeppelin; Dorit von Clausbruch of 
Germany: George N. Crouse, a Bra- 
zilian commission merchant; Louri- 
val N. de Ameida, Robert Galt 
Aspinall, Brazilian newspaper men; 
Hans Wilkens, German business 
man: Theron E. Griffin, a Pan- 
American Airways mechanic from 
Miami: Arthur Makarevicz, Aus- 
trelian newspaper man, and Carlos 
Galvani and daughter, Margarda, 
who boarded the ship in Cuba. 

The DO-X officers indicated the 
plane would fly back across the 
Atiantic after visiting New York. 
The route would be by way of New- 
foundiand, the Azores, Spain and 
England.

PLANE 251 MILES AN Hi 


Aviator, who “Retired” From 
Stunt Flying After Narrow Fs- 
cape in E. St. Louis, to Race.

Doolittle, speed and stunt aviator, 
who “definitely retired” from 
stunt flying several months ago

Doolittle said he would fly the 
plane at the National Air Races at 
Cleveland. ~~ He said, after flying it 
for more than half an hour thet 
“it will probably do 303 miles an 
hour after it is properly broken in 
and adjusted.”

Louls, Hl.. by leaping in a para- 
chute. at an altitude of 200 feet 
when his plane collapsec. under the | 
strain of terrific speed.

Speculation on Scheme. 

What the plan of the Prime Mine 
ister and his colleagues on the Cab- 
inet was, to concillate the differ~- 
ences of the Trades Union Con- 
gress on the one hand and the dé- 
mand of opposition leaders for 
heavy reduction of the dole on the 
other, was not made public. 

Thare were indications, how- 
ever. that whatever compromises 
the new plan contains, it was such 
that the Government would have 
to proceed without the proper co- 
operation of the Trades Union 
Congress, by far the largest body 
of its supporters. 


A high official of the Congress 
tonight said nothing has changed 
its attitude from the complete op- 
position expressed yesterday. The 
Trades Union Council, he sald, had 
“said all they had to say, and 
would say no more until they meet 
at Bristol a week before the annual 
Congress.” 

Tariff Issue Disturbing. 

As generally understood, the po- 
sition of the Prime Minister in 
the present situation has been that 
next year’s budget be balanced and 
the prospective deficit of about 
$600,000,000 be met by a policy of 
equal sacrifices for all—apparently 
involving salary cuts. a cut in the 
dole, and imposition of new taxes 


to make up the remainder that 


needed. 

The Trades Union Counct! has 
refused to grant that the emer- 
gency is so great as to require a 
cut in the dole and some of lis 


members indicated they would 
even approve a revenue tariff in 
preference. 


A section of the Cabinet, repre- 


sented by Philip Snowden, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, has been 


unalterably opposed to revenue

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 22.—Dr. 
Charles P. Olivier, president of the 
American Meteor Society, said to- 
day reports reweived from volun- 
teer observers have provided the 
society with valuable information 
concerning the Perseid stream of 
meteors’ which reachedsits height 
on Aug. 11 and 12. 

Dr. Olivier, professor of astron- 
omy at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, said the number of meteors 
seen and mapped fromiAug. 4 to 
15, when the stream was _ visible, 
had not yet been fully tabulated, 
but indications were that it would 
total about 10,000, most of which 
were observed Aug. 11 and 12. 

“Thus far over 170 reports have 
arrived from 35 states and two 
provinces in Canada, and the re- 
ports would have’ been even more 
numerous ff cloudy weathe- had 
not prevailed in the Middle Atlan- 
tic and New England states on the 
nights of Aug. 11 and 12,” Dr. Ob 
ivier said. 

“Of the reports received from 
volunteer observers, the greatest 
number came from Michigan, Mis- 
souri and Wisconsin.

Relief Seekers Once Taxpayers. 


They were soon to find out how 
serious the depression was. In the 
year 1930-31 expenditures for “wel- 
fare’’ (Detroiters seldom allude to 
it as “dole’’) reached the astound- 
ing total of $13,868,000, and the 
city found itself with an accumu- 
lated deficit of approximately $17.- 


000,000 on that account for the two 
years. 


ing phenomenon. Approximately 
$13,000,000 in city taxes were 
delinquent on June 30! For the last 
five years the annual tax levy has 
been around $76,000,000. Delin- 
quency normally totaled $1,000,009 
to $3,000,000 a year, nearly all of 
which the city sold to professton- 
al tax buyers without delay. But 
when it attempted to sell the 1931 
list, it found buyers for only $2,0°0,- 
000, leaving the remaining $11,0Ct,- 
000 on the books. 

Let us make this phase clearcr. 
Depression had thrown about 100.- 
000 persons out of work. Some of 
these had to apply immediately to 
the city for relief. That accounted 
for the $4,282,000 é@xpended for 
“welfare” in that year 1929-1930. 
A larger number however were 
home-owners and persons who had 
saved something. Many were tax- 
payers. They were able to weather 
the first winter of unemployment, 
but the second finished them. Not 
only were they reduced to a state 
where they were unable to pay their 
taxes, but they had to “go to wel- 
fare’’ to keep body and soul togeth- 
er. In other words, a large section 
of the community was transformed 
from a source of municipal reve- 
nue into an object of municipa! 
charity. Instead of paying $13,090.- 
000 into the city treasury in a year, 
they took $13,000,000 out of it. 


The Day of Reckoning. 


Throughout the lavish, carefree 
years preceding 1929, when the 
city cash drawer was standing up 
pretty well under stiff punishment, 
it was the custom to meet deficits 
by borrowing on short term notes. 
Some of this was justifiable. The 
city collects its taxes twice a year. 
It is inexpedient to issue bonds on 
each public improvement—the ac- 
cepted practice is to finance them 
temporarily until a sizeable sum 
accumulates, and cover the lot with 
offre issue, Nevertheless, it is plain 
that Detroit had out too much 
short term paper. 

Sound finance would seem to 
dictate higher taxes during pros- 
perous times, enabling a govern- 
ment not only to pay as it goes, but 
to set up a reserve against hard 
times. The City of Detroit is not 
the only government which failed 
to pursue that prudent course. It 
was Calvin Coolidge and Andrew 
‘Melion, the “custodians of prosper- 
ity,” who recommended one Fed- 
eral tax reduction after another 
from 1924 to 1928, with tHe re- 
sult that the Federal Government 
now has a deficit of more than 
$1,000,000,000. 

In Detroit’s case, the deficits 
cheerfully incurred during prosper- 
ous times, plus those forced upon 
it by depression. combined to raise 
the short term borrowings to a to- 
tal of $60,000,000 at the ‘end ‘of 
June, all of which was,due to be 
paid within a year—by a city 
whose total tax levy was only $76,-

old cash drawer seemed just about 
ready to take the count, when the 
situation was further aggravated by 
the action of the Michigan Legisla- 
ture in passing a law limiting the 
borrowing power of cities. It pro- 
vided that money borrowed during 
the last half of the fiscal year must 
be repaid within four months of 
the following year, thus fixing the 
date of payment in advance of the 
mid-year tax collection. It limited 
borrowing to 80 per cent of cur- 
rent tax receipts, and it provided 
that the city might issue bonds to 
refund indebtedness due to uncol- 
lected taxes or bank failures. The 
Staté Loan Board promptly showed 
a disposition to interpret the lat- 
ter as meaning that it could not 
refund indebtedness due to other 
causes. ,Obviously, these provisions 
put a serious crimp in the city’s 
plans to raise money through 
either notes or bonds. 


A New Start, Financially. 


The foregoing briefly describes 
the condition in which Detroit 
found itself July 1, and indicates 
the succession of events which pro- 
duced that condition. A little later 
in this narrative we shall see the 
manful way in which the city has 
set about extricating itself from its 
predicament. 

Neither the bonded indebtedness 
nor the tax rate of Detroit are ex- 
ceptionally high. Indeed, if the 
city had bonded its debts more 
promptly and retired them more 
rapidly by incréasing the tax rate 
during the prosperous years, it 
doubtless would be in easier cir- 
cumstances nows Its per capita 
bonded debt in 1930 was $137.29, 
compared with $161.15 for New 
York, $207.07 for Philadelphia, and 
$153 for Baltimore. Incidentally, 
that for St. Louis was $63.63—ex- 
ceptionally low. Detroit's final re- 
adjusted tax rate is $23.14 (per 
$1000), as compared with $24.30 
for New York, $24.98 for Phila- 
delphia, $23.40 for Baltimore, 
$25.71 for Boston, and $27.36 for 
Buffalo. , 

The city government of Detroit 
has been fortunate in some re- 
spects. The Community Fund main- 
tains a bureau of governmental! re- 
search, headed by Dr. Lent D. Up- 
son and C. EB. Rightor, recognized 
as two of the country’s leading ex- 
perts on municipal affairs The 
bureau keeps the city administra- 
tion supplied with technical analy- 
ses of its own affairs and with in- 
formation about city management. 
elsewhere. Long before the. crisis 
arrived, the bureau warned the 
Council that the city was “maneuv- 
ering itself into an unfavorable 
cash position.” Usually the Coun- 
ceil ligtens with respect, but in that 
instance optimism prevailed over 


board of the Detroit Trust Co., de- 
clared that the city should proceed 
at once with a drastic program of 
retrenchment, which should _in- 
clude a holiday on large public 
improvements. The Council, some- 
what miffed, invited him to present 
his suggestions in more concrete 
form, and to assist in making them 
effective. Stone responded, and 
not only succeeded in “selling” the 
Council on the program which he 
outlined, but was persuaded by it 
to head a committee. of leading 
business men to advise the city on 
financial matters.

Last year Detroit had a political 
upheaval arising from causes for- 
eign to the subject of this narra- 
tive. Charges that Mayor Charles 
Bowles was permitting unrestrict- 
ed gambling, and was disrupting 
the Police Department, coupled 
with a widespread belief that he 
was attempting to undermine the 
municipally owned and operated 
street railways, culminated in a re- 
call election in which he was eject- 
ed from office, and the fiery Mur- 
phy was elected to succeed him. 
Since Murphy took office last Sep- 
tember, there has been a conspicu- 
ous growth of co-operation among 
the city administration, the Stone 
committee and the Bureau of Mu- 
nicipal Research. All three have 
labored harmoniously and ener- 
getically to revive and restore the 
city cash drawer, and this is what 
they have accomplished: 

The budget which became effec- 
tive July 1 not only was reduced 
more than $7,000,000 below that of 
the preceding year, but provision 
was made in the reduced budget 
to take up more than $7,000,000 
of deficits carried over from previ- 
ous years. This included virtually 
all operating deficits except those 
incurred for “welfare.” Subse- 
quently the Board of Education 
was induced to slash $2,400,000 
from its appropriation, and Mayor 
Murpby made additional cuts to- 
taling more than $1,100,000 in de- 
partmental- appropriations. In 
short, economies aggregating about 
$18,000,000 have been inaugurated 
at the very outset of the new fiscal 
year. Chariteteristically, however, 
Mayor Murphy rejected a proposal 
to save another $1,000,000 by com- 
pelling all city employes to take 
two weeks vacation without pay. .

000,000, of which $11,000,000 was 
definitely delinquent! The poor 
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was declared, except for those al- 
ready under way. 

At the recommendation of the 
Stone Committee, the new State 
statute governing bond issues was 
submitted to a New York firm of 
bond attorneys for interpretation. 
Last week, on receipt of an opinion, 
the city sold $30,000,000 of bonds. 
It used $15,000,000 of the proceeds 
to retire a short-term note which 
fell due Saturday, and applied $7,- 
000,000 more on a second $15,000,- 
000 note which fell due Monday. 
The remainder of this note was re- 
newed in order to keep it alive, 
and thus comply with a technical 
provision of the State law. The 
city has asked the State Loan Board 
for permission to sell $15,000,000 
more bonds, and expects eventually 
to obtain it. This will greatly re- 
lieve the tension created by out- 
standing short term paper, al- 
though it is inevitable that new 
loans must be obtained before the 
end of the year. In other words, 
the city has been marshaling every 
possible resource, while tightening 
its belt against the winter. 


There still remained the formida- 
ble problem of “welfare.” Outsiders 
may be enlightened to learn that 
even in the most conservative cir- 
cles of Detroit very few voides 
were heard demanding an end to 
the “dole.” As one Detroit bank- | 
er succinctly remarked to me: | 

“It has its bad aspects, but I 
prefer them to bread riots.” 


On the other hand, officials were 
quick to acknowledge that waste 
had occurred, that the city had 
been imposed on in some cases. It 
was inevitable that a system de- 
signed to distribute an average of 
31,200,000 a year would creak and 
falter under the load of distribut- 
ing $14,000,000. At the peak of 
distress during last February dnd 
March, 47,200 families were partial- 
ly or wholly dependent on “wel-. 
fare.” Nobody doubts that some 
got it who were not deserving, but 
the number was comparatively 
small—and they didn’t get much 
—and they never got cash. 


Allowances Not Large. 


An antiquated and overburdened 
accounting system allowed a clerk 
in the welfare department to em- 
bezzle $207,000 of “welfare” funds 
last year before he was caught. 
Much publicity attended this inei- 
dent, and it is still cited in some 
quarters as an illustration of the 
wastes and perils of the “dole” sys- 
tem. The fact is that the city was 
protected by a surety bond: furth-. 
ermore, $187,000 of the money was 
recovered. The city didn’t lose a 
dime, and the clerk is safely in 
prison. 


Likewise, reports of habitual 
loafers living luxuriously on the 
“dole’’ seem somewhat exaggerat- 
ed. In the first place, the appli- 
cant must establish through affida- 
vits signed by himself and a tax- 
payer that he has been a self-sup- 
porting resident of Detroit for at 
least one year before he Is eligible 
for relief. Allowances for food are 
issued in the form of grocery or-

That attorney fixed the fee and, 
as is the custom among the profession, 
divided his fee with the atterney whom 
he enlisted for consultation and assist- 
ance. 

The primary and honorable duty of 
an attorney is to work for his client. 
Since a sovereign state cannot be sued, 
the only recourse for the attorney to 
secure relief for his client was to ob- 
tain it through the Legislature, and this 
Mr. Heege did.

his professional capacity as an attor- 
ney. That Mr. Heege was also a iegis- 
lator is only incidental. Only the slimy 
machinations of politics seek to give im- 
portance to the affair. A State officer 


who was tried under impeachment pro-| 


ceedings is out for revenge upon those 
who acted for the State in official ca- 
pacities. 

When suggesting that Mr. Heege would 
or did use his position as legislator for 
a fee, his past record is the safest guide 
to a fair conclusion. 
Mr. Heege took up the cause of the sinall 
home owners in the Kirkwood Schoo! 
District and successfully carried out to a 
final defeat the fight against an illegal 


tax, saving his clients thousands of dol-| 


lars. Some 250 suits were filed in Clay- 
ton, requiring the regular petition and 
the court trial for each one. The School 
Board's attorney charged a fee of $5000 
for defending these suits. Mr. Heege, 
in an altruistic spirit, charged his clients 
$1 each. or a total of $250, for carrying 
to a successful conclusion 250 separate 
lawsuits. Does that look like fee grab- 
bing? 

Seven times the voters of Mr. Heege’s 
district sent him to the Legislature, 
sometimes against a bitter fight made 
on him by the most powerful politica!

Social Justice vs. Economic Justice 


Pope's recent encyclical urges revising present economic standards on basis of social jus- 
tice; if right of individual to livelihood prevailed, then wages would be based on 
workers’ needs, not on employers’ profits; recognition of labor as human, not as a 
machine, would prevent miseries that result from-wnemployment and meager pay.

OPE PIUS XI, in his recent encyclical 

en labor, stresses particularly the im- 

portance of justice in social and indus- 
trial geliations. This is not, indeed, a new 
note in such papal decuments. Nor does 
it mean that charity and the other virtues 
are in any sense minimized. The venerabie 
pontiff professes merely to elaborate the 
social philosophy of his illustrious predeces- 
sor, Leo XIII, whom he quotes freely. 

It has been taken for granted in modern 
industrial countries that society rests upon 
an economic basis; the economic status of 
@ nation largely reflects its social condition. 
We calculate backward. Markets and mar- 
ket values reflect wages and profits. When 
business prospers, the worker has more 
werk and perhaps better wages: his social 
condition rises to higher stardards. In the 
lean years of depression, the worker's social 
condition sinks with the decline of business. 

But perhaps social justice demands a re- 
versal of the equation. Man is more im- 
portant than business, at least theoreticai- 
ly. Human values are above market values. 
In all reagon, then, we should begin our 
calculations with human values, thence 
pass to market values. In short. our eco- 
nomic system should be governed by the 
rule of social justice. 

Under this system, the market value of 
coal, for instance, would be subservient to 
the human value of the miner. We might 
begin eur calculation in this wise: <Any 
miner, in these times, requires at least $15 
a week to provide for his family. We wiil 
suppose that this represents about 75 cents 
labor cost per ton of coal produced. 

Naturally, the operator can no longer sell 
his coal at the present low figure. When 
he counts his total production cost, he may 
say to the buyer, “I must have at least $1.50 
aton. You see, Mr. Purchasing Agent, we 
are now bound by the law of social fus- 
tice. Formerly we reduced wages when 
it was necessary te meet a low market price. 
Now the market price must conform to «a 


decent wage for our workmen.”

Inquiry promptly discloses that 
they are virtrally the only depart- 
ments which are on a self-support- 
ing basis. The water department is 
in excellent condition. The muni- 
cipal power plant is still lighting 
the streets, parks and public build- 
ings and furnishing power for the 
street railways at a fraction of the 
cost paid to privately-owned com- 
panies in other cities for equiva- 
lent service. 

The record of the street railways 
is even more remarkable. It was 
the only city department prudent 
enough to lay up a reserve against 
hard t:mes. On a fare of 6 cents, / 
plus a penny for transfer. it not 
only continued paying off the orig- 
inal purchase price’ while making 
improvements commensurate with 
the growth of the city. but also 
laid up a surplus of more than 
$4,000,000. In the last year there 
has been a trem: ndous loss of traf- 
fie, due to industrial conditions: 
and costs are now running slightly 
above operating revenues, but the 
department has been able to main- 
tain the same fare by drawing on 
its reserve.

LITVINOFF REARING 
SONS AS ENGLISHMEN 


However, Soviet Foreign Af- 
fairs Chief Doesn’t Omit 
Lessons in Communism. 


By the Aesociated Press. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 22.—The head 


of Soviet Russia's Foreign Affairs 


Bureau is known among his col- 
leagues as a man with communistic 
ideology but English manners. 

Before the Bolshevik revolution 
Maxim Maximich Litvinoff lived 
for many years in England, where 
he absorbed Anglo-Saxon habits 
which are apparent in his daily life. 

His wife is a vivacious English 
woman with a talent for writing 
detective stories. His two sons are 
being educated by a British tutor, 
except that their father sees per- 
sonally to their schooling in com- 
munism and politics. 

English is the language in his 
house, one of the most imposing 
in Moscow, and even the servants 
must speak that tongue. 

Moreover, the Foreign .Minister 
orders his days by a set schedule, 
arriving at his office at a regular 
hour, leaving on the dot and spend- 
ing most of his leisure hours with 
his family. 

Colleagues’ Allowances. 

His colleagues in the Communist 
party and Government make al- 
lowances for these tastes, explain- 
ing that “a man dealing with for- 
eigners ought to adopt. their 
speech, manners and custOms.”’

Litvinoff, 
virtually holding the Ambassador 
as a hostage.

A short, sturdily built man 
whose 55 years are no burden to 
him, Litvinoff at his desk might 
be taken for an American or Eu- 
ropean business man. He affects 
the habiliments of Bond = street, 
wears neither the customary Rus- 
sian beard nor mustache and looks 
at his callers through American- 
made spectacles. 

He is better known abroad than 
at home, for his duties keep him 
in the capital, and he has had little 
opportunity to travel within the 
wide confines of his country. 

Geneva knows him as a plain- 
speaking diplomat and, moreover, 
a clever politician. Usually at in- 
ternational conferences he keeps 
his counsel until a strategic mo- 
ment, then launches into a ‘rank 
speech or presents some blunt pro- 
posal as startling as a bombshell.

Combs recently filed suit charging 
violation of the corrupt practices 
act, including theft of ballots, in- 
timidation of voters and other ir- 
regularities and named county of- 
ficials and. all Harlan County coal 
operators in his suit. 

Brock’s reply asserted Combs, 
his friends and C. W. Napier, As- 
sistant Federal District Attorney 
for. the Northern district of Ken- 
tucky, had promised in return for 
support of Combs at the polls, par- 


dons, paroles and suspension of 
sentences in both Federal and 
state courts. He also charged 
bribery and asserted Combs did not 
file notice of his candidacy within 
the legal time limit.

GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala. 
quem HERE are three 
ways by which one 
may go from this, 
the capital of Gua- 
temala, to the re- 
mote city of Hue- 
huetenango. 
It takes two hours 
by plane, days on 
| horseback, weeks 
on foot. And Huehuetenango, almost 
lost among the peaks of a range of 
colossal mountains, has been the 
site of recent excavations that have 
definitely proved to archeologists that 
the ancient Mayas offered human sac- 

rifices to their gods. 

Recently the Carnegie Institution, 
through Oliver Ricketson, its archeol- 
ogist in the field in Guatemala, has re- 
stored some of these pyramids that 
showed most the ravages of time. And 
thus it was that evidence was found 
that the Mayas of Guatemala offered 
human sacrifice, as did the priests of 
Montezuma, the Aztec King whom Cor- 
tez overthrew when Mexico City was 
captured by the Spanish. 

In the ruins of fortress-pyramids 
near the little town have been found 
the altar stones that were fitted to re- 
ceive the human body and the sluices 
down which ran the life blood of the 
victims, whose hearts were cut out by 
knives of obsidian. These pyramids, 
recently restored in part by American 
archeologists, are remarkable struc- 
tures, showing a high degree of the 
builders’ skill. They were built at a 
time when all of North America was 
a wilderness peopled by a few savages. 
For more than six centuries, since the 
Spanish conquest, they have resisted 
the inroads of the jungle. 


remote community there are re- 

markable monuments of two other 
civilizations. There is a church, a 
fine example of Spanish colonial archi- 
tecture, and concealed within it is the 
famous silver Virgin and Child, 
of exquisite workmanship. The In- 
dians believe that the Silver Virgin 
wards off earthquakes. 

As though this were not contrast 
enough, next door to it, almost liter- 
ally, is a Greek Temple of Minerva, 
built in honor of classic learning when 
the late Estrada Cabrera was Presi- 
dent of Guatemala. 

Just on the outskirts of Huehuete- 
nango, in a wide, beautiful valley, 
through which a winding river runs. 


Gpemore com enough, in this same 
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down on which looks a great amphi- 
theater of ringed mountains, stand the 
ruins of Zaculeu. Here rise the fort- 
ress-pyramids designed by the brilliant 
minds of the Mayan Indians, who cal- 
culated the calendar year to within 20 
seconds of the best calculations of 
modern science. The latest estimate 
of the age of the pyramids puts them 
around the fourteenth century—some 
600 years old. Others hold that they 
are at least 1000 years old. Even 
among archeologists there is dispute. 
But they stand high and strong and 
menacing, great masses of carved ma- 
sonry, raised tier on tier, open to 
the storms of century after century, 
still four-square, though soil has drift- 
ed into the crevices, and thick-rooted 
shrubs have sprung from that soil. 


IGH on the crest of one of the 
H great pyramids stands the altar 

stone, down from the altar 
slants the channel. 

These pyramids, strung across the 
wide valley between the mountains, 
were forts as well. A great chain of 
stone forts, stretching mile after mile, 
from mountain on one side of the val- 
ley, to river on the other. Once they 
were linked, fort to fort, by a tunnel 
deep under the earth, nearly six miles 
long. 

Those were the forts that stopped 
the first onrush of Don Pedro de Al- 
varado, lieutenant of Cortez, conquer- 
or of Guatemala, who, with some 1500 
men in armor, came clanking down the 
mountain passes from Mexico through 
Chiantla to Huehuetenango, and so to 
the plain of Zaculeu after a moutain- 
jungle-swamp march of _ incredible 
hardships from Mexico City. 

With the arrival of the armored 
Spaniards, the Indians took refuge in 
their forts. Don Pedro de Alvarado 
besieged them. The great stone pyra- 
mids, with their hollow courtyards in- 
side, their battlements topped by red- 
bronze warriors with bows and arrows, 
spears hurled by throwing-sticks, 
stones hurled by slings, four-foot 


wooden swords edged with blades of 


keen obsidian, day after day hurled 
back the assaults of the Span- 
jlards. So Don Pedro de Alvarado sat 
down to starve them out. But mirac- 
ulously the Indian warriors seemed to 
fatten in spite of the blockade. 

Then, runs the legend they tell you 
at Huehuetenango, one of the Span- 
ish soldiers lightened the monotony of 
the siege by a love affair with one of 
the Indian women. And, as seems the 
destiny of some Indian women all 
through history, she betrayed her race. 
She told her Spanish lover the secret

Rising there against a 
background of misty blue Guatemala 
mountains, looking down on the white- 
walled, red-roofed city of adobe and 
Spanish tile. And you hear the story 
of how the late President Estrada Ca- 
brera of Guatemala decreed that a 
Temple of Minerva should be built in 
every province of his nation as a mon- 
ument to the classic culture that was 
being imparted in the national schools. 
The last three days in October the 
school children gather in these Tem- 
ples of Minerva for the exercises that 
commemorate the closing of their 
school year—-which closes about the 
time the North American school year 
opens. It is a fiesta, as much a part of 
Guatemalan life as the celebration of 
September 15, marking the anniversa- 
ry of their national liberty. 


HEN you come to perhaps the 
strangest sight of all. Just out- 
side Huehuetenango is the little 
town of Chiantla. It is set at the 
Guatemalan end of the picturesque 
trail that winds down through the 
mountains from Mexico. You stand 
in the plaza of Chiantla and 
look up a ridged valley, and the far 
end of the trail is a notch high against 
the sky. 

There in Chiantla rises a pink pal- 
ace, built by General Rufinio Barrios, 
the great liberator of Guatemala, in 
gratitude for the shelter Chiantla gave 
him when he fled there, defeated and 
hotly pursued by the Spanish, a refu- 
gee, into the mountains. He made that 
pink palace the headquarters of all 
that part of Guatemala. In the plaza 
stands his statue, a life-size bust of 
shining gold, on top a tall, smooth pil- 
lar of stone. 

But, strangest of all in Chiantla, is 
the Iglesia de Candelaria—the Church 
of Candelaria. It is of ancient Span- 
ish stone construction. Just inside the 
dim church, a blind organist plays 
when you step up and lay a silver coin 
beside him.

The gibbon, for its size and weight, 
has probably the most powerful arms 
of all the apes. When it does move on 
the ground it walks erect, and so long 
are its arms that it can place the 
palms of its hands flat upon the 
ground without stooping. In its na- 
tive state, however, it almost never 
descends from the tree-tops, not even 
to drink. 

The orang will descend an over- 
hanging tree to the water, make a fun- 
nel of its facile lips and suck up fluid 
that way. The gibbon, however, races 
down to the water, dashes one hairy 
arm beneath the surface and returns 
to a safe height to lick off the clinging 
drops. And with its feet curled up out 
of the - way a gibbon can travel through 
tree tops swinging from one arm to 
the other with almost incredible speed 
for hours at a time. 

Thus, the most important part of 
the gibbon and orang cages will be sev- 
eral yards above the ground. And the 
cages, with the appearance of nature, 
must be masterpieces of artificiality 
in order to succeed.

350 to 450 pounds. Obviously, 
the cage that held such an ani- 
mal would have to be strong. 
Vierheller has seen samples of 
glass he considers heavy enough 
to resist the most powerful go- 
rilla, and he plans to conduct exhaus- 
tive tests before determining the exact 
character of the cage fronts. 

He will have time to do so, because 
the plans for Anthropoid Hall are far 
from complete, and the date for begin- 
ning construction is most indefinite. 

Although the proposed attempt to 
teach apes to ‘‘talk’’ seems revolution- 
ary in the extreme, experiments along 
this line have been conducted for years, 
and in one reported ihstance, with 
some small measure of success. 

The late William H. Furness, a well- 
known anthropologist and traveler, in 
his ‘Observations on the Mentality of 
Chimpanzees and Orang-utans,”’ re- 
ported: 

“If these animals have a language, 
it is restricted to a very few sounds 
of a general emotional signification. 
Articulate speech they have none and 
communication with one another is ac- 
complished by vocal sounds to no 
greater extent than it is by dogs, with 
a growl, a whine or a bark. They are, 
however, capable to a surprising de- 
gree of acquiring an understanding of 
human speech. 

‘In the case of an orang-utan, it 
took at least six months of daily train- 
ing to teach her to say ‘Papa.’ This 
word was selected not only because it 
is a very primitive sound, but also be- 
cause it combined two elements of vo- 
calizationgto which orang-utans and 
chimpanzees are unaccustomed, name- 
ly: the use of the lips and an expired 
vowel sound. : 

“The training consisted of a repe- 
tition of the sounds for minutes at a 
time, while the ape’s lips were brought 
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her lips were to do as well as feel 
the movement of them. At the 
end.of about six months, one day, 
of her own accord, out of les- 
son time, she said, ‘Papa,’ quite dis- 
‘inctly, and repeated it on command. 
Of course, I praised and petted her 
enthusiastically. She never forgot it 
after that, and finally recognized it 
as my name. When asked, ‘Where's 
Papa?’ she would at once point to me 
or pat me on the shoulder. One warm 
summer’s day 1 carried her in my arms 
into a swimming pool; she was 
alarmed at first, but when the water 
came up to her legs she was panic- 
stricken; she clung with her arms 
about my neck, kissed me again and 
again and kept saying, ‘Papa! Papa! 
Papa!’ Of course, I went no further 
after that pathetic appeal. 

“The next word I attempted to teach 
her to say was ‘cup.’ (Let me gay 
that by this time she understood al- 
most everything that it was necessary 
for me to say, such as ‘Open your 
mouth, stick out your tongue, do this,’ 
ete., and she was perfectly gentle and : 
occasionally became quite interested. ) 
The first move in teaching her to say 
‘cup’ was to push her tongue back in 
her throat, as if she were to make the 
sound ‘ka’. This was done by means 
of a bone spatula, with which I pressed 
lightly on the center of her tongue. 
When I saw that she had taken a full 
breath I placed my finger over her nose 
to make her try to breathe through 
her mouth. The spatula was then 
quickly withdrawn and inevitably she 
made the sound ‘ka.’ 


re LL the fw hile facing her, | 
A held my mouth open with 
Iny tongue in the same po- 
sition as hers, so that her obser- 
vation, curiosity and powers of imi- 
tation might aid her, and I said ‘ka’ 
with her emphatically as I released her 
tongue. After several lessons of per- 
haps 15 minutes of this sort of train- 
ing each day, she would draw back her 
tongue to the position even before the 
spatula had touched it, but she would 
not. say ‘ka’ unless I placed my finger 
over her nose. The next advance was 
that she herself placed my finger over 
her nose and then said ‘ka’ without 
any use of the spatula; then she found 
that in default of my finger her own 
would answer the purpose, and I could 
get her to make this sound any time I 
asked her to. 

“It was comparatively very easy 
from this to teach her to say ‘kap’ 
by means of closing her lips with my 
fingers the instant she said ‘ka.’ At 
the same time I showed her the cup 
that she drank out of and I repeated 
the word several times as I touched 
it to her lips. After a few lessons. 
when I showed her the cup and asked. 
‘What is this?’ she would say, ‘Cup’ 
very plainly. Once when ill at night 
she leaned out of her hammock and 
said, ‘Cup, cup, cup,’ which I nat- 
urally understood to mean that she 
was thirsty, and which proved to be 
the case. I think this showed fairly 
conclusively that there was a glimmer- 
ing idea of the connection of the word

Even in more recent times the 
ancient game, as standardized and 
played in inclosed courts, was not for 
everyone. The courts, rather elab-

orate affairs, with penthouses and gal- 
leries, were expensive—a good one 
cost about $10,000 30 years ago—and 
were usually maintained, therefore, by 
prosperous ‘clubs, colleges and wealthy 
individuals. Players of small means 
generally had to content themselves 
with some makeshift variety of the 
game that could be played in other 
quarters. The ‘field tennis’’ and 
“long tennis’’ mentioned as being 
played a century or so ago probably 
were outdoor adaptations of the court 
game. 


Orthodox, organized tennis, then, 
was a sport for the few—-and the 
few did not include women—when 
Major Walter Wingfield, in 1874, 
introduced a new game to the 
British public. He called it 
“Sphairistike, or Lawn _  “*Tennis,’’ 
but derisive critics soon were 


calling it ‘‘Sticky.’’ He unsuccessfully 
applied for a patent on what he de- 
scribed as ‘‘a new and improved port- 
able court for playing the ancient 
game of tennis."" The court tapered 
‘inward from the baselines to the net, 
which had short wings, extending a 
few feet down the sidelines. The serv- 
er stood in a diamond-shaped ‘‘crease’’ 
well inside one court. Only the serv- 
er could score. The Major suggested 
that Sphairistike could be played very 
nicely on ice as well as on a lawn. 

Many sterling sportsmen scorned the 
new game, but it was soon being 
played on a good many lawns through- 
out the country. There was no uni- 
formity in the play, however. The 
courts were of various sizes, the nets 
of different heights, and almost every 
group of players followed its own 
rules. Anarchy prevailed in the new 
realm of lawn tennis. 

Friends of the game realized that 
this wouldn't do, and the Marylebone 
Cricket Club, an athletic organization 
of high standing, was asked to estab- 
lish a code for the infant sport. The 
club assigned to the task a committee 
of five members. 

Sir William Hart Dyke was a mem- 
ber of this committee. He had won a

national reputation for prowess with a 
racket. He was a skilful player of 
court tepnis, but his fame had been 
acquired in the game of rackets. At 
Oxford he had played four years 
against Cambridge and won every 
match. Furthermore, he had won the 
world championship of rackets, a feat 
which no amateur has accomplished 
since; he decisively defeated the pro- 
fessional who held the title in two 
matches.

qualification for making rules for 
lawn tennis an interest in the new 
game. According to the London Times: 
‘In 1873, a year before Major Wing- 
field took out a patent for the game 
called ‘Sphairistike, Hart Dyke and 
two friends drew up a code of rules, 
laid out a court at Lullingstone Castle, 
and played the first game."’ It is not 
disclosed how closely this game 
played at Dyke’s home resembled the 
one which Major Wingfield intro- 
duced or its modern development. 

In 1875 the Marylebone committee 
issued its code, establishing the size of 
the court, height of the net and so 
forth.

Volleying at the net 
was another topic for acrimonious con- 
troversy. Critics of volleying assailed 
it as unscientific and unsportsmanlike.

ie THE meantime, lawn tennis was

ous game. Croquet suffered a serious 
decline and the lawns where it had 
been played were given over to ten- 
nis courts, And on these courts gen- 
tlemen with virile moustaches and bi- 
cycle pants, and elegant ladies wearing 
ground-sweeping, bustled skirts ca- 
vorted gayly but genteelly. In nearby 
shade other ladies and gentlemen 
watched the game and conversed po- 
litely, the men, in blazers, lounging 
picturesquely, the ladies carefully 
keeping their informality within the 
bounds of decorum. 

The tennis played on such occasions 
was not usually severe enough to cause 
much unladylike exertion on the part

‘By getting her to stick out the 
tongue and then by holding the 
tip of it up against her teeth and 
at the same time forcing her to 
breathe through her mouth, I 
finally got her to make the sound

“All this was encouraging, I 
will admit, but the poor animal 
died four or five months after the 
first tiny inkling of language.’’ 

Strangely enough, the chin- 
panzee, which is rated by anthro- 
pologists as more humanlike than 
the arboreal orang, has not been 
known to master any words, al- 
though numerous efforts have 
been made by scientists to teach 
chimpanzees to speak. 

“T have tried for five years to 
teach my surviving chimpanzee 
pupil to say ‘Mama.’ She says it, 
but very poorly,’ Furness reports. 
“TI think I must honestly say it is 
a failure. Again and again I have 
tried by the same method used 
with the orang-utan to teach her 
to say ‘cup,’ but to no avail. Onthe 
whole, I would say that the orang 
holds out more promise as a con- 
versationalist than does_ the 
chimpanzee; it is more patient, 
less excitable and seems to take 
instruction more kindly.’’ 

Yet chimpanzees obey compli- 
cated instructions; it is apparent 
that they understand much more 
human speech than do the so- 
called trained domestic animals. 
They can be taught to wear 
clothes, smoke, eat with a knife 
and fork, ride a_ bicycle, clean 
their teeth with a toothbrush and 
perform many other feats that are 
astonishing to persons unfamiliar 
with apes. 

But, experiments at the zoo 
have shown, they will not do any- 
thing for any length of time. 
Orang-utans ¢an be taught to per- 
form simple domestic duties, and 
they will persist almost as well as 
a person of low mentality. Not, 
however, the chimpanzees. They 
will imitate the actions of a man 
for a moment or so, until the abil- 
ity to do so has been demonstrat- 
ed. Then the action will be aban- 
doned for some other movement 
or for play. 

And perhaps it is their very 
nearness to man in the scheme of 
life that is responsible for this 
trait. Some obscure instinct, per- 
haps, warns the chimpanzees of 
the fate that follows domestica- 
tion, to-wit: slavery, such as the 
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duty. These men then left off 
being mechanic's helpers and the 
like and became life savers. AS a 
result, three industrial accidents 
of the sort that might happen any 
day in a large industrial plant, 
were prevented from becoming 
fatal accidents. 

Probably the most spectacular 
rescue of the lot was that per- 
formed by Horace Moore last No- 
vember 7. Moore and C. P. 
Thomae, mounted on swing seat 
boards, were working at the top 
and on the inside of a smokestack 
at the Wood River refinery. They 
were 160 feet from the ground 
when Thomae became suddenly i)! 
from fumes that lurked inside the 
structure. Before he realized his 
predicament he had lost conscious- 
ness and was slipping from his 


horse, the dog, the cow and the 
sheep endure. 

Or, perhaps, instinctively, they 
see even further, the result of 
the development along man-like 
lines: Organized warfare, unem- 
ployment, tenements, prohibition, 
debts, depression and worry. And 
perhaps some instinct unerringly 
directs them to prefer their pres- 
ent care-free existence. Or per- 
haps, like Peter Pan, they just re- 
fuse to grow up. At any rate, it 
would appear that man has little 
of value to offer his chimpanzee 
cousins, and that they know it.

George Daniels was the hero of 
another single-handed réscue 
which took place at the East Chi- 
cago (Indiana) refinery of the 
Shell corporation on April 16, 
1929. Leo Williams, another em- 
ploye, was at work in a tank car 
when he was overcome by deadly 
hydrogen sulphide gas, which is 
frequently encountered in tanks 
that have contained crude petrole- 
um. Daniels discovered his plight, 
put on a gas mask, entered the 
tank and carried the unconscious 
man to open air, where he was 
resuscitated by artificial respira- 
tion. Daniels will be brought to 
Wood River at the company’s ex- 
pense to receive his medal. 

In another thrilling rescue at 
the Wood River plant, Bady, 
Bates and Marchino took part, as 
did also F. T. Chandler of Ed- 
wardsville. Chandler, however, 
has already received the Presi- 
dent’s Medal of the National 
Safety Council for his part in the 
feat and so is not included in the 
list of Holmes awards.

must have been overcome by gas 
or stupefied by lack of oxygen, 
Bates put on a canister type gas 
mask and rode to the bottom in 
the bucket, but he soon signaled 
to be hoisted. Covington was too 
heavy for him to handle. 

Bady was the next to try. He 
made his effort without -the gas 
mask, but he, too, was unsuccess- 
ful. The lack of oxygen in the 
well was too much for him. He 
was hoisted out and Bates made 


ATES was the first to under- 
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asked to see what he could 
do for the man in the well. 
He readily agreed to try 
and, after donning the gas 
mask, rode down the casing 
in the bucket. He, like the 
others, signaled to be hauled 
up. He complained he 
couldn't breathe. The 
trouble, it began to be evi- 
dent, was not from poison- 
ous gas, but from lack of 
oxygen. The gas mask, there- 
fore, was only in the way. 
A gas mask takes the 
poisonous fumes out of the 
air that is breathed, but, of 
course, doesn’t supply oxy- 
gen where no oxygen exists. 
Some other measure would 
have to be tried, and in a 
hurry, for Covington, by this 
time, had been unconscious 
at the bottom of the well for 
several minutes. 

Somebody then thought of 
an air hose. One was quick- 
ly put into action and air 
was pumped into the well. 
When it was believed that 
the heavy, foul air at the 
bottom had been forced out, 
Bates went down again—his 
third trip—but this time he 
took a rope. The rope work- 
ed. He tied it around the 
body of the prostrate man 
and the men above hauled 
them both out. The rescue 
was thus accomplished on 
the fifth attempt. 

Having got Covington out 
of the well, the rescuers 
were then up against the 
problem of bringing him 
back to life. Bady applied 
artificial respiration for a 
time and was relieved by 
Bates. Bates was then re- 
lieved by Chandler, who had 
just completed a course of 
instruction in life saving by 
means of the Schaefer arti- 
ficial respiration method. 
Chandler kept at his job and con- 
tinued artificial respiration for 28 
minutes before Covington finally 
began to breathe unassisted. 

It is the policy of the National 
Safety Council to award but one 
medal in each case where a life 
has been saved by use of the 
Schaefer prone pressure method 
of artificial respiration, so this 
award went to Chandler, as it was 
decided he had performed the 
most conspicuous service in resus- 
citating the victim. -Of course, it 
was necessary to get the victim 
out of the well before the Schaef- 
er method or any other method 
could be of any use, so that is 
where Bates, Bady and Marchino 
come in. 

Without detracting from the el- 
ement of personal heroism dis- 
played by these rescuers, it may 
be pointed out that the saving of 
lives in these cases, as well as in 
many others in the oil and mining 
industries, is largely attributed to 
a.system.

deal of innocent merriment among 
the uninitiated. Magazines of the 
period were fond of publishing 
pictures of man and woman ten- 
nis players in a romantic attitude, 
over the caption: “A Love 
Game.’’ 

The first lawn tennis in the 
United States was played in 1874 
as a seaside resort near Boston, 
by Dr. James Dwight and F. R. 
Sears Jr. The first tournament 
for the championship of the 
United States took place at New- 
port, Rhode Island, in August, 
1881—-just 50 years ago. Sears 
won the title. The first American 
official women’s championship 
tournament was held in 1889, at 
Philadelphia. This was not, how- 
ever, the first championship play 
among women. In 1879 women 
competed at Dublin for the cham- 
pionship of Ireland. And in 1884 
a competition for women was es- 
tablished in the annual tourna- 
ment at Wimbledon. 

It is interesting to see what an 
English expert thought of woman 
players as late as the end of the 
nineteenth century. H. W. Wil- 
berforce wrote: “Anything ap- 
proaching to activity is out of the 
question with a tady, even if de- 
sirable; no one ever saw a lady 
‘smash’ a ball; few, if any, ladies 
can volley with effect, and the ef- 
forts of most to take a back- 
hander result in nothing better 
than a graceful scoop. I am 
bound to say, also, though inefear 
and trembling, that lady players, 
as a rule, are greatly wanting in 
judgment; they seldom look be- 
yond the particulat stroke they 
are playing. ... Or, again, many 
ladies return ordinary straightfor- 
ward strokes with ease and cer- 
tainty, but give them a ball which 
bounds high in the air, such as a 
high, twisted, underhand service, 
and they quite lose their heads; 
instead of biding their time and 
playing quietly, they either make 
a wild swoop and send the ball 
miles out of court, perhaps with 
both hands on the racket, or else 
allow it to bound into them.”’
